Dag  was  presented  by  the  Womens  Missionary

Rev  A  A  Stanley  succeeds  Rev.  Zeno  Wall 
as  chaplain  of  the  140th  Field  Artillery,  the  one 
which  Is  made  up  of  our  boys  from  Mississippi. 
Soon  after  the  resignation  of  Brother  Wall,  a 
Catholic  priest  was  appointed  and  presented  him¬ 
self  for  service,  but  soon  found  the  atmosphere 
uncongenial  and  silently  folded  hla  tent  and  hied 
away.  Brother  Stanley  la  an  alumnus  of  Missis¬ 
sippi  College  snd  has  been  a  student  for  two  or 
three  years  at  the  Seminary  In  Louisville.  He 
has  also  had  pastoral  experience  In  Kentucky  and 
Florida. 

The  trouble  In  Ireland  Is  serious  and  compli¬ 
cated  At  bottom  It  Is  a  religious  question.  The 
Catholic*  In  Ireland  Inalat  upon  home  rule.  The 
Protestants  In  Ireland  are  opposed  to  It  because 
they  say  It  means  Rome  rule.  The  Roman  Cath¬ 
olic  hierarchy  now  Insists  upon  home  rule  and 
threatens  the  British  with  an  Insurrection  If  It  la 
not  granted.  The  Catholic  eccleciaatlcal  rulers 
are  not  concerned  about  winning  the  war.  They 
are  concerned  about  the  dominance  of  Rome. 
Premier  Lloyd  George  propose*  home  rule  for  Ire¬ 
land  and  coupled  with  conscription .  but  the  Cath¬ 
olic  Irish  refuse  their  consent  to  conscription. 
Public  sentiment  In  this  country  has  been  largely 
Influenced  by  Roman  Catholic  propaganda  The 
progress  and  success  of  the  allied  cause  Is  threat¬ 
ened  by  the  traitorous  disloyalty  of  Irlah  Cath¬ 
olic*  This  In  spite  of  the  fact  that  Protestants 
In  this  country  are  giving  their  money  and  their 
IIvm  freely  for  Catholic  Belgium.  France  and 
Italy 


Not  long  since  the  Standard  of  Chicago  Siad  a 
aeries  of  artlcli-h  by  th<  must  pn  m<  i  Itepiis 
pastor  In  that  city  Insisting  that  Baptists  must 
widen  their  theology  and  tbelr  waya  g  suer  ally  or 
die.

should  give  to  missions— and  that  Is  this:  Just 
nl  this  point  la  the  test  of  our  obedience.  The 

one  superlative  demand  Jesus  Christ  has  given 
to  his  people  la  "Oo  Into  air  the  world  and  dis¬ 
ciple  the  nations.”  He  has  committed  to  us  the 
Kospel  It  Is  the  greatest  treasure  that  any  peo¬ 
ple  ever  had  committed  to  Its  charge.  Our  task 
Is  not  to  preserve  It  simply,  but  to  propagate  It. 
not  In  one  country  alone,  but  In  tbe  whole  world 
The  faithfulness  with  which  we  perform  this 
duty  Is  the  test  of  our  loyalty  to  Christ.  When 
He  shall  come  to  reward  His  servants  what  do 
you  think  will  be  the  test  laid  down?  Oh,  of 
course,  there  will  be  a  personal  test,  but  I  am 
talking  about  the  test  of  tbe  faithfulness  of  HI* 
churches  The  one  thing  that  will  be  supreme 
above  everything  else,  methlnks,  will  be  the 
measure  of  activity  put  forth  for  the  spread  of 
the  gospel. 

Mlalsalppl  Baptists  are  now  In  the  testing  time 
for  this  year.  The  period  will  soon  be  past.  I 
am  lust  wondering  how  many  of  us  at  tbe  close  of 
this  period  will  hear  our  Master  say,  "Well  done, 
thou  good  and  faithful  servant.”  Never  before 
In  the  world's  history  has  mankind  needed  the 
gospel  as  It  needs  It  now.  Our  Father  Is  look¬ 
ing  to  us  to  preach  It.  Are  we  going  to  be  faith¬ 
ful  and  loyal  and  true?

It  Is  Interesting  to  study  tbe  characteristics  of 
different  churches  Churches  have  characteris¬ 
tics,  tbe  same  as  have  people.  They  generally 
take  their  characteristics  from  certain  people 
who  belong  to  their  membership.  8ome  churches 
do  things  In  a  sporadic,  spasmodic  sort  of  way, 
while  other*  are  steady  and  methodical  In  their 
manner  of  doing  things.  Trace  the  reason  and 
you  will  find  that  the  dominant  leader,  or  lead¬ 
ers,  of  the  church  have  the  one  or  the  other 
characteristic.  Two  churches  will  put  on  tbs 
budget  with  the  some  apparent  degree  of  enthu¬ 
siasm.  The  one  will  perfect  tbe  plan,  sending 
in  Its  monthly  remittance*  with  regularity  The 
other  will  spurt  at  the  thing,  fall  to  follow  up 
the  work,  and  hold  money  In  the  treasury  In¬ 
definitely  that  should  be  sent  on  promptly  to  the 
Board  office. 


The  difference  between  theory  and  practice  Is 
the  difference  between  a  Baptist  church  that 
claims  to  be  governed  by  the  will  of  tbe  major¬ 
ity,  but  Is  In  fact  helplessly  ruled  by  some  one 
Individual  or  some  one  family  who  shape  Its 
policies  and  block  Its  progress.  It  doesn't  sound 
much  like  democracy  for  a  Baptist  church  to 
have  to  admit  that  It  will  require  one  or  two 
first -class  funerals  among  Its  membership  before 
the  church  can  do  certain  things  that  It  wants 
to  do  and  knows  It  ought  to  do

tjlonsi  It  Is  not  possible,  of  course.  In  a  short 
space  to  go  Into  a  full  discussion  as  to  why  any¬ 
body  should  give  to  mission.  Only  the  briefest 
statement  caq  be  made,  but  the  statement  can 
at  least  contain  the  fundamental  reason  for  our 
gift.  I  would  suggest  the  following  reasons  why 
every  Baptist  In  Mississippi  ought  to  give  to  mis¬ 
sions: 

1.  Because  tb«*  Ix>rd  Joeue  lias  commanded  it. 
He  said  "Oo,"l  and  the  go  Is  Imperative.  It  was 
not  a  command  given  to  those  who  are  cnlled  as 
missionaries.  It  was  a  command  given  to  the 
whole  Christian  constituency  and  means  that 
those  who  arp  not  called  to  go  actually  to  the 
foreign  field  ar  into  missionary  work  are  called 
to  contribute  to  tbe  general  fund  In  order  that 
those  who  go  may  be  supported.  This  Is  evident 
from  the  attitude  and  practlre  of  tbe  first 
church.  We  are  told  that  they  sold  all  their 
goods  and  put  the  fund  into  a  common  treasury 
and  It  was  apoprtloned  out  to  every  man  aa  he 
had  need.  This  means  that  the  mon  who  did 
nothing  but  missionary  work  got  hla  portion  Just 
as  the  man  who  worked  tor  wages.  This  was 
the  method  and  mutt  forever  stand  as  the  true 
type  though  it  may  never  be  attained  by  the 
Christian  community. 

2.  The  Christian  Is  not  Ills  own.  He  la  bought 
with  a  price,  and  having  been  purchased  by  the 
atoning  work  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  he  be¬ 
longs  to  the  Lord  and  Is  subject  to  the  order  of 
the  Lord  Christ. 

3.  The  Christian's  spiritual  life  cannot  be  de¬ 
veloped  properly  unless  Ills  Interest*  are  aa  wide 
a*  the  redemptive  work  of  Jrau*  Christ.  No  man 
can  grow  Into  the  full  stature  of  manhood  In 
Christ  Jesus  who  has  not  a  kingdom  vision  Men 
are  made  by  what  they  see.  The  wider  the 
vision  the  bigger  the  soul.  The  only  vision  big 
enough  to  bring  out  all  the  latent  possibilities 
and  powers  of  the  Christian  soul  Is  the  vision  of 
a  world  task  aa  given  to  us  In  the  commission 
of  our  Lord.  This  has  been  tested  again  and 
again  and  has  never  failed  to  produce  big  men. 
William  Carey  lives  today  because  he  had  a 
world  vision;  Andrew  Fuller  lives  today  because 
he  had  a  world  vlaion,  and  so  on  with  all  the 
rest.  The  bigger  the  vision  the  bigger  the  man. 

4.  Every  Christian's  program  should  be  as 
wide  nu<l  comprehensive  as  the  program  of  Jesus, 
There  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  program  of  Je¬ 
sus  Is  world-wide.  He  did  not  die  for  Just  t  few, 
nor  for  Just  one  race..  He  was  the  world-Chrlst 
and  the  whole  sweep  and  scope  of  the  New  Testa¬ 
ment  story  and  prophecy  comprehends  the  world, 
for  it  Is  every  nation  and  kindred  and  tribe  and 
tongue  that  shall  proclaim  him  Lord  and  shall 
sing  the  song  of  Moses  and  the  Lamb 

3.  It  is  only  by  giving  to  mission*  an  one 
should  when  inspired  by  the  fart*  presented 
above  that  tlie  soul  la  cured  of  Its  littleness,  sor- 
dldne**,  selllhnen*  and  atlnginea*.  These  are  the 
things  that  cripple  the  spiritual  life  They  are 
the  world  passions.  They  are  like  hot  Area  that 
singe  green  plants.  They  spring  up  In  the  soul 
and  burnout  the  impulses  of  benevolence  and 
even  kill  the  deplre  to  help  others  A  man  ought 
to  fight  these  things,  and  the  best  way  to  fight 
them  is  to  havja  a  fixed  purpose  In  his  life  to 
give  as  much  ns  he  can  of  his  substance  to  tbe 
advancement  o^  the  kingdom  of  our  Ood. 

(I.  He  should  give  to  mlsnion*  again  bcrauMe 
Christ  has  committed  this  work  to  him  and  It  t* 
only  through  tlie  activities  of  the  Christian  that 
Christ's  redemptive  work  can  become  efTca-tive 
In  the  life  of  the  world.  We  read  In  John's  Go* 
pel  where  Jeeue  says  that  He  Is  the  vine  and  we 
are  the  branches  He  says  further  that  “as  the 
branch  cannot  hear  fruit  of  Itself  except  It  abide 
In  the  vine  neither  can  we  except  wa  abide  In 
Him  "  He  did  not  say,  but  He  might  have  said,

High  ground  is  a  point  of  vantage  in  the 
conduct  of  a  campaign  which  both  sides  fight 
for  heroically]  Kor  this  the  fighting  units 
are  centered  and  from  this  shells  are  poured 
into  the  enemy  with  double  effectiveness. 
All  who  read  the  daily  papers  are  deeply 
concerned  abinit  the  possession  of  Messines 
Hidge.  which  at  this  writing  is  in  danger  of 
falling  into  tlie  hands  of  the  Germans.  Its 
possession  is  hound  to  tell  greatly  on  the 
further  progress  of  the  war. 

But  Southern  Baptists  at  this  moment  are 
come  to  the  Mesaincs  Hidge  in  their  spring 
campaign.  \Vl>  have  been  held  hack  in  our 
mission  operations  by  the  worst  winter  we 
hove  ever  experienced.  In  many  places  no 
services  could  be  held,  and  almost  the  only 
contact  some  people  had  with  the  religious 
world  was  the  denominational  paper.  It  is  a 
calamity  that  some  did  not  have  that.  But 
now  the  fighting  is  in  the  open.  We  are  out 
of  the  trenchcH  and  the  issue  is  joined  for  a 
great  final  missionary  push,  and  reports  of 
advancement  are  coming  in. 

If  we  win  in  this  present  battle  we  are  in 
position  to  press  the  fight  with  more  advan¬ 
tage  for  yenrsS  to  come.  If  we  lose— well, 
there  arc  some  filings  to  which  we  can  hardly 
help  shutting  our  eyes  and  our  ears  But 
we  must  not  lose  However,  the  only  way 
to  win  nonr  is  by  saerifieinl  giving.  Many 
are  giving  their  lives  for  the  sake  of  bringing 
liberty  to  others.  At  this  moment  they  are 
willingly  offering  themselves.  Theirs  is  a 
cause  worthy  the  lives  of  men.  But  we,  too, 
arc  asked  to  give  our  substance  as  well  as  our 
personal  service  that  men  may  have  eternal 
life  and  the  glorious  liberty  of  the  children 
of  Ood.  In  this  we  must  not  fail  nor  falter 
Our  Home  Mission  Board  is  ifi  danger  of  hav¬ 
ing  its  work  greatly  handicapped  just  when 
it  is  come  to  its  greatest  opportunity.  It  is 
threatened  with  the  greatest  debt  ever  on  us, 
because  the  demands  have  grown  beyond 
the  readiness  of  our  people  to  give.  We 
have  no  sympathy  with  the  attempt  of  every 
sort  of  enterprise  in  war  time  to  bring 
their  business  into  publicity  by  the  red  glare 
of  war  flames.  But  our  Home  Mission  Board 
has  had  its  work  rendered  immeasurably 
greater  and  more  important  by  war  condi¬ 
tion*.  The  comparatively  small  amount  of 
?60  000  was  asked  for  this  Board  with  which 
to  preach  the  gospel  to  the  soldiers  in  the 
( antonments.  It  is  one  of  our  greatest  oppor¬ 
tunities  and  makes  incalculable  and  legiti¬ 
mate  demands  on  us.  It  ought  by  all  means  to 
be  done.  This  part  of  the  home  missions 
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work  ought  to  be  done  and  no  other  part 
left  undone.  This  means  to  do  more  than 
we  have  ever  done  before.  Are  you  willing 
for  others  to  do  it ;  or  are  you  willing  to  do 
your  part! 

DK  ZENO  WALL.  CAMP  PASTOR— AN 
APPRECIATION. 

For  two  months  I  have  had  the  pleasure  of 
acting  as  camp  pastor  at  Camp  Beauregard 
During  thia  time  I  have  had  as  my  associate 
in  the  work  Dr.  Zeno  Wall.  I  want  the  Bap 
tists  to  know  how  much  Dr.  Wall  has  en¬ 
deared  himself  to  the  hearts  of  the  aoldierm 
and  the  difficulties  under  which  he  labors. 

The  work  of  camp  paator  must  of  necessity 
center  in  the  Baptist  churches  near  the  can¬ 
tonment  if  it  is  to  be  most  efficient.  Near 
Camp  Beauregard  are  three  churches  which 
are  able  to  do  some  work  for  the  soldiers. 
None  of  them  have  good  buildings  and  in 
none  of  them  to  the  present  time  has  an  sg 
gressive  program  been  possible  for  the  sol¬ 
diers.  The  Alexandria  church  is  the  natural 
center  for  work  by  the  Baptist  boys.  To  the 
present  time  very  little  has  been  done  by  any 
of  the  churches  of  Alexandria  to  make  the 
soldier  boys  feel  thst  the  phnrehes  of  Christ 
are  really  interested  in  them  The  task  of 
eainp  pastor  has  been  doubly  hard  because  of 
this,  hut  in  the  midst  of  all  this  Dr.  Wall  has 
gone  forward  energetically  doing  all  he  can 
for  the  men.  seeking  to  get  a  vision  of  oppor¬ 
tunity  before  the  churches,  and  showing  the 
Chrsitlike  spirit  in  all  his  work  for  the  men 
No  man  is  so  beloved  by  the  men  as  Dr.  Wall 
by  the  14<)th  Field  Artillery.  No  man  has 
been  more  highly  regarded  by  the  military 
authorities,  ‘ ‘ Y ”  workers  and  enlisted  men 
throughout  the  camp  It  has  been  this  splen¬ 
did  |M*rsonality  that  has  made  it  possible  Tor 
him  to  get  results  in  difficult  places.  He  is 
the  ideal  man  for  the  place  he  is  filling.  He 
ought  to  have  the  prayers  of  all  our  Baptist 
host,  he  should  have  a  note  of  encouragement 
from  time  to  time  and  above  all  he  should 
have  opportunity  for  enlarged  work  through 
the  hearty  co-operation  of  the  churches  near 
the  camp.  The  Baptists  of  Mississippi  should 
let  the  churches  near  the  camp  know  that 
they  expect  them  to  minister  in  every  possible 
way  to  the  soldiers  and  that  they  are  recreant 
to  their  trust  if  they  do  not  I  believe  if  wc 
all  continue  to  emphasize  the  need  of  this 
work,  and  the  pastors  snd  fathers  and  moth¬ 
ers  of  the  hoys  demand  it.  the  churches  are 
going  to  respond  to  the  call,  but  they  need  the 
continued  demand  from  the  people  back 
home.  Above  all.  better.  co-o|>eration  must 
be  found  if  the  Baptists  expect  to  keep  Dr. 
Wall  on  this  job.  I  say  thia  not  from  what 
he  has  told  me.  hut  from  what  I  feel  after 
two  months  work. 

I  want  to  say  in  closing  that  I  have  found 
Dr.  Wall  a  source  of  great  inspiration  to  me 
personally,  and  have  come  to  love  him  as  a 
brother  true  and  tried  He  has  been  my  coun¬ 
sellor.  my  comforter,  my  helper.  Together 
we  have  lost  the  sense  of  loneliness  I  pray 
a  strong  man  may  soon  be  placed  there  to 
work  with  him.  I  pray  he  may  be  so  sus¬ 
tained  in  thia  work  he  may  feel  encouraged 
to  stay  with  it  till  the  war  is  over

month,  when  the  books  of  these  Boards  close 

for  the  year.  ‘ 

It  would,  for  many  reasons  which  readily 
sURircst  themselves  to  u«.  be  a  very  unfor¬ 
tunate  and  serious  thinR  if  the  government 
mould  fail  to  Ret  the  amount  of  money  It 
needs  for  the  successful  prosecution  of  the 
war  To  ns  Christiana,  if  what  we  profess  to 
believe  is  true,  it  would  bo  a  greater  calam¬ 
ity  if  our  two  Boards  fail  to  Ret  what  they 
need  to  pay  the  expense  of  the  work  done 
this  year.  There  is  some  danger  that  the 
many  urgent  demands  u|>on  our  people  to 
give  to  important  objects  connected  with  the 
war  may  in  some  cases  diminish  contribu¬ 
tions  to  missions  It  seems  to  me,  however, 
that  if  properly  considered  the  giviuR,  and 
RivinR  liberally,  to  war  purpose*  should  rath 
er  tend  to  larger  giving  to  missions,  and  I 
believe  it  will  generally  have  this  effect  A 
Chritaian  will  almost  instinctively  feel  that 
he  should  not  and  must  not  give  leas  for 
Ood’s  Kingdom  because  he  gives  much  to 
hia  government  that  he  ahould  not  and  must 
not  give  less  for  Chriat  a  sake  because  he 
gives  much  for  his  country’s  sake.  We  should 
not  give  less  to  God  because  we  are  called 
upon  to  give  more  to  Caesar  Great  as  is 
our  obligation  to  our  government,  our  obli¬ 
gation  to  God  i*  greater.  It  is  true  that  our 
government  makes  and  has  a  right  to  make 
extraordinary  demands  upon  its  citizens  be¬ 
cause  it  is  in  a  great  crisis.  But  it  is  also 
true  that  the  war, for  reasons  I  need  not  men¬ 
tion,  makes  it  necessary  for  our  Horae  and 
Foreign  Boards  to  have  more  money.  If 
loyalty  to  our  government  requires  us  to  re 
s|Mind  to  its  unusual  need  then  loyalty  to 
Christ  should  make  us  respond  to  the  greater 
need  of  HU  cause  If  we  do  our  full  duty, 
to  our  country  and  to  our  God.  if  we  give 
as  we  should  to  both,  we  will  of  course  have 
to  make  sacrifices  But  this  we  surely  should 
be  willing  to  do.  The  aacrificf  Christ  made 
for  us  has  been  and  is  the  one  great  motive 
for  self-denial;  but  in  addition  to  this  the 
great  sacrifices  which  others  are  now  mak¬ 
ing,  and  the  awful  suffering  that  many  oth¬ 
ers  are  now  enduring,  ought  to  make  us  will¬ 
ing  to  give  as  we  never  gave  before.  Under 
ordinar>’  conditions  we  might  think  we 
should  give  one-tenth  of  our  income;  but 
does  it  not  seem  wrong  for  a  Christian  to 
add  anything  to  his  wealth  at  a  time  like 
this? 

Our  church  has  adopted  the  budget  sys¬ 
tem.  but  before  our  treasurer  makes  his  last 
remittance  1  am  going  to  ask  my  fieople  to 
join  me  in  making  an  extra  contribution  to 
Home  and  Foreign  Missions

THE  LORD  IN  THE  STOCKADE

three  hundred  Ixjys.  After  the  sermon  one 
of  the  boys  came  to  me  and  asked  me  to 
sing,  when  I  caraei  back  next  afternoon,  “Tell 
Mother  I’ll  Be  There."

I  was  surprised  to  see  so  many  hands  go 
up.  and  my  heart!  went  out  for  these  mother¬ 
less  boys.  I  thought,  no  mother  to  pray  for 
you  now  or  weep  when  you  are  in  trouble. 
But  I  prayed  fo|r  them. 

Mark  began  singing  and  a  stillness  came 
into  that  stockade.  It  seemed  that  the  an¬ 
gels  were  there  atnl  God’s  Spirit  took  charge, 
as  he  sang.  “Tell  Mother  I’ll  Be  There,  in 
Answer  to  Her  Prayer.” 

In  my  mind  I  could  see  that  morning,  thou- 
sands  of  mothers  praying  and  weeping  for 
their  boys,  somewhere  in  the  eamps. 

I  urged  the  boys  to  give  their  hearts  to 
God  and  be  good  soldiers  of  the  cross,  as 
well  as  nf  our  country.  In  a  few  days  there 
came  a  boy  to  Mark  and  said:  “Are  you  the 
man  who  sang  ‘Tell  Mother  I’ll  Be  There’ 
id  the  stockade!”  , 

Mark  said.  “I  am.” 

“Well,"  said  the  lad.  “I  went  out  behind  i 


my  tent  and  sat  down  and  wept,  and  gave 
my  heart  to  God,  and  by  God’a  help  I  will 
meet  my  mother  io  heaven.” 

Thia  it  going  on  in  all  the  eampa.  We  do 
not  find  all  of  them,  but  God ’a  Spirit  finds 
them  If  Baptist  people  fail  here,  where  will 
we  eount.  It  ia  true  that  there  are  many 
difficulties,  but  the  greater  the  difficulty  the 
greater  the  opportunity.  We  need  men  who 
can  and  will  work  unofficially.  This  is  the 
time  to  have  faith  and  do  |>ersonal  work  on 
faith.  God  is  under  obligations  to  look  after 
results.  Many,  we  know,  are  being  saved 
Thousands  are  being  strengthened  On  the 
last  night  of  Dr.  E  Pendleton  Jones’  meeting 
at  Unit  85,  three  or  four  hundred  fine  young 
men  came  to  him  and  said.  “We  will  meet 
you  in  a  bettei  country."  It  waa  a  aight 
which  cannot  be  reported  on  paper. 

May  God  help  our  people  to  stand  by  the 
Home  Mission  Board,  which  is  so  devotedly 
and  effectively  standing  by  thia  work  for  our 
soldier  boys.  Southern  Baptists  are  well 
able  to  pay  for  all  that  has  been  done  and

Mark  10:17-27 
l,nton  for  May  5 

Motto  Terf— "See  k  ye  flint  the 
Kingdom  of  Go<l.  and  HU  righteous 
ness;  and  all  these  thlnga  shall  be 
added  unto  you." — (Matt.  8:3.) 

Letton  Concretion — Some  five 
months  elapses  between  last  lesson 
and  the  present  one.  Two  visits  to 
Jerusalem,  a  visit  to  Perea,  and  the 
raising  of  Lasarus  occurred  during 
this  live  months  period.  These  are  not 
recorded  by  Mark.  Jesus  was  In 
Perea  on  His  Anal  Journey  to  Jeruaa 
lem  when  the  Incidents  of  the  present 
lesson  occurred. 

1  Thr  (fueition  of  Salvation  (vs. 
17-21). 

We  have  before  us  a  rase  of  a  sin¬ 
cere  seeker  after  salvation.  Several 
Important  thlnga  come  Into  view  here, 
namely,  the  seeker,  his  Ideas  of  aalva 
tlon  .the  way  opened  to  him  by  Jesus. 

1.  Thr  Heekrr. — In  many  respects 
this  man  presents  an  Interesting  pic¬ 
ture.  Gathering  up  the  statements 
from  different  gospel  writers  the  In¬ 
spired  picture  Is  complete.  He  was  a 
you  ny  man.  with  his  life  before  him. 
Great  possibilities  were  before  this 
young  man  In  the  service  of  the 
Master  He  was  riek.  Think  of  the 
young  man,  with  bis  great  wealth 
dedicated  to  the  Master.  He  was  a 
ruler,  quite  likely  a  member  of  the 
Sanhedrin.  By  virtue  of  hla  Influen¬ 
tial  standing  and  position  be  might 
have  been  a  great  asset  to  the  King¬ 
dom.  He  was  of  unimpeachable  moral 
character.  He  was  purr  In  life.  He 
claimed  to  have  kept  the  command 
ments  at  least  In  the  letter  Jesus  did 
not  contradict  him.  He  was  In  comcsf. 
He  came  running  and  kneeled  to 
Jesus  Sincerity  and  earnestness 
were  written  upon  bis  face.  To  com¬ 
plete  this  striking  picture,  It  Is  said 
that  Jesus  beholding  him,  loved  him. 
There  was  eomethlhg  In  this  sincere, 
rich,  young  ruler  which  attracted  the 
Master  and  He  loved  him 

2.  An  erroneous  Idea. — This  young 
ruler  betrayed  an  erroneous  concep¬ 
tion  about  coming  Into  possession  of 
eternal  life — "Good  Master,  what  shall 
1  do  to  Inherit  eternal  life?"  Matthew 
quotes  him  as  asking  “what  good 
thing.”  He  had  not  risen  above  the 
prevailing  Idea  of  his  day  that  eternal 
life  Is  something  bestowed  at  the  end 
of  life  ftr  meritorious  works.  Hie 
error  was  two- fold:  Eirtt.  that  eternal 
life  Is  not  a  present  possession,  but 
something  bestowed  at  death  Hrrond, 
that  It  Is  something  bestowed  for 
meritorious  works. 

2.  J t mu i  Instructs  the  young  man 
In  the  way  of  life.  There  are  three 
stages  In  the  process  of  Instruction 
First,  Jesus  deals  with  the  question 
of  "good  "  He  had  been  addressed  as 
"good  Master."  The  reply  came: 
"Why  callest  thou  Me  goodT"  What 
did  Jesus  mean?  He  was  evidently 
approaching  the  question  of  goodness 
from  the  young  man's  viewpoint  who 
only  regarded  Jesus  as  a  good  man 
The  statement  "cuts  up  by  the  roots 
his  shallow  notions  of  self-achieved 


goodness,  tracing  all  human  goodness 
to  Its  source  In  God."  Jesus  meant 
more  than  digging  up  ms  shallow  no¬ 
tions  of  goodness.  He  either  repudi¬ 
ates  the  fact  that  He  was  good  or  He 
claims  to  be  God.  "It  Is  tremendous 
alternative,  but  one  which  has  to  be 
faced.”  Jesus  Is  either  God,  or  He  Is 
not  good 

Brronit.  Jesus  deals  with  a  funda¬ 
mental  error  in  his  nflnd,  that  of  in¬ 
heriting  salvation  through  meritorious 
works.  "Keep  the  commandments" 
said  Jesus.  Did  Jesus  mean  to  Im¬ 
press  this  man  with  the  fact  that  life 
could  be  obtained  by  the  keeping  the 
commandments?  Evidently  not  "By 
the  law  Is  the  knowledge  of  sin."  It 
la  the  pedagogue  to  bring  men  to 
Christ  Jesus  was  holding  up  the  law- 
mirror  for  the  young  man  to  see  his 
real  self  in.  But  the  law  failed  In 
this  case  In  Its  mission.  For  he  pro¬ 
fessed  to  have  kept  all  from  his  youth. 
So  Instead  of  bringing  a  consciousness 
of  sin  It  served  In  that  specific  case  as 
a  means  of  Justifying  himself. 

Third,  the  one  thing  lacking.  Jesus' 
now  put  His  Anger  on  the  essential 
difficulty.  While  the  letter  of  the  law 
may  hare  been  kept.  Its  spirit  had 
been  lost  sight  of.  The  Ideal  of  the 
law  Is  to  love  God  supremely  and  one's 
neighbor  as  himself.  The  supreme 
test  was  made.  "Go  and  sell  what  you 
have — give  to  the  poor — and  come, 
take  up  the  cross  and  follow  Me."  He 
was  wedded  to  his  much  wealth  and 
Jesus  probed  to  the  heart  of  the  man's 
real  trouble.  Salvation,  therefore,  or 
eternal  life  was  to  be  obtained  as  a 
present  possession  by  taking  bis  trust 
off  wealth  and  placing  It  on  Jesus. 

II.  The  Hr  fatal  of  Life  (vs.  22.) 

Great  earnestness  and  sincerity 
were  displayed  by  the  rich  young 
ruler  In  the  quest  .for  eternal  life. 
But  when  Jesus  disclosed  the  real 
condition  upon  which  It  was  to  be  had 
the  man's  countenance  fell.  Two 
characteristic  expressions  describe  the 
tragedy;  "be  went  away  sorrowful." 
His  hopes  were  aashed  to  pieces.  He 
really  wanted  life.  There  was  no  mis¬ 
take  In  his  desire.  He  really  saw  the 
glory  and  reasonableness  of  the  way 
Jesus  pointed  out  to  him.  But — 

The  other  expression  describing  the 
tragedy  is  "for  he  had  great  posses¬ 
sions”  Two  alternatives  are  before 
him — Jrtut  Chritt  or  possessions. 
Jesus  bad  "touched  the  *  poisonous 
swellln  ags  with  a  lancet  when  He 
calls  for  the  surrender  of  wealth." 
Let  us  bear  In  mind  ‘  hat  the  funda¬ 
mental  difficulty  was  not  In  the  wealth. 
Love  for  It  and  trust  In  It  made  It  im¬ 
possible  to  commit  himself  to  Jesus 
for  life.  The  decision  was  delibe¬ 
rate  and  he  refused  Inc  x<  ry  life  about 
which  he  had  been  so  soi'cltous. 

Ill  The  Oifflmlt  Salvation  (vs. 
23-27.) 

Thr  balance  of  our  I*  ron  Is  the 
comment  of  Jesus  to  His  disciples 
upon  the  conduct  of  'he  voung  man. 
The  conduct  of  the  young  man  was  a 
concrete  Illustration  of  the  difficulty 
which  riches  Interpose  between  the 
Individual  and  the  Kingdom  of  Go  I 
"How  hardly  shall  they  that  have 
lichee  enter  Into  the  K'.ngdom  God." 
The  statement  was  astounding  to  the

What  difference  does  It  make  whether 
It  Is  a  cambric  needle  or  the  passage 
way  where  the  camel  kneels  to  go 
through?  Jesus  Is  portraying  a  human 
impossibility.  So  long  as  a  man  Is 
wedded  to  his  wealth  he  could  take 
wings  and  fly  as  eully  a t  he  could 
M  saved.  Keep  In  mind  again  that  It 
Is  not  the  wealth  which  creates  the 
Impossibility,  but  one's  altl'nde  toward 
tiir  wealth. 

'•Who  then  ran  be  sored f" — The 
difficult  salvation  breaks  upon  tbs 
disciples.  The  first  statement  of  Jesus 
had  narrowed  the  possibility  of  sab 
vatlcn  But  the  la>t  ftai  Airil  as  to 
attitude  toward  wealth  had  narrow’d 
the  possibility  of  salvation  t>  the 
vi  ry  few.  This  was  a  correct  con- 
clarion  seen  from  the  human  view- 
f.dnL  Jesus'  answer  Is  aignlflrufct  — 
"Wish  men  It  Is  li.Vsall'!i  but  not 
with  God;  for  all  things  are  possible) 
with  God."  If  the  wrong  attitude 
toward  wealth  creates  a  human  Im¬ 
possibility  In  the  way  of  salvation,  the 
case  of  one  who  trusts  In  rlcbes  Is  not 
hopeless.  Back  of  the  difficulty  are 
the  resources  of  Ood.  He  Is  able  to 
change  the  wrong  attitude  toward 
wealth  to  the  right  attitude.  Many 
are  the  Illustrations  of  this.
